The Climax of Rain Ha* Bean Reached 
In the Delta— Sunflower on a Terrific 
RI** — Cumberland River In Tennessee 
Again Oat of It* Hank* — Condition at 
Greenville, Mi**. 


Mkmimis, April 6.—The prediction 
made in these dispatches Friday that 
great disaster to the Mississippi delta 
would follow the breaking of the levee 
at a point on the east side of the river, 
north of Helena, Ark., has been terri­ 
bly realized. 
I The break at Flower Lake has rapidly 
grown from a dozen feet in length to a 
thousand. 
This was the condition of 
the crevasse last night when a press 
representative left the levee north of 
the break. 
Effort is being made to tie 
each end of the levee, bat owing to the 
difficulty in getting material from the 
railroad five railes away, the success of 
the effort is donbtfuL 
This crevasse is at the head of the 
delta and will cause an overflow of the 
northern tier of counties in Mississippi, 
with the exception of a part of Tunica. 
The question that now confronts the 
planters is the duration of the flood. 
If 
the water is out of the delta by May 5 a 
crop of cotton can be gruwu, but cotton 
planted as late as May IO has little 
chance of maturing before frost. There 
is still another danger. These crevasses 
must all be closed before the Juue rise 
or there will be a second overflow. The 
delta country produces annually no less 
than half a million bales of cotton. 
The river at Memphis was stationary 
last night. 
Much suffering is reported 
from the overflowed regions. 
Relief 
steamers are making daily trips into 
Arkansas aud Mississippi, rescuing hun­ 
dreds of people and bringing them to 
Memphis. The local relief commit toe 
is doing everything possible fen- the un­ 
fortunate refugees. 
At tx liieetiug uSl the cunt mil nm late 
yesterday it was decided to ask other 
cities for help. The following appeal 
was issued: 
The city of Memphis has been providing 
for the distressed flood sufferers from the 
overflawed districts of A rkansas arid Mis­ 
sissippi, with some little outside assist­ 
ance, for several weeks. 
Few Tennessee­ 
ans are in need, but the demands on Mem­ 
phis for others are vary great and are 
increasing every day. 
Indeed, the de­ 
mands on our people have grown to such 
proportions that we feel unable to meet 
them moue. 
Hereiuiore we 
nave 
at­ 
tempted to carry on this work without 
soliciting contributions from other cities, 
although many cities have generously 
given us voluntary aid. If the kind peo­ 
ple of other tow ns and cities feel disposed 
to lent a helping hand in this m atter all 
donations received by the relief commit­ 
tee will be highly appreciated aud ju ­ 
diciously managed.

Memphis, April 6.—The prediction 
made in these dispatches Friday that 
great disaster to the Mississippi delta 
would follow the breaking of the levee 
at a point on the east side of the river, 
north of Helena, Ark., has been terri­ 
bly realized. 
I The break at Flower Lake has rapidly 
grown from a dozen feet in length to a 
thousand. 
This was the condition of 
the crevasse last night when a press 
representative left the levee north of 
the break. 
Effort is being made to tie 
each end of the levee, but owing to the 
difficulty in getting material from the 
railroad five miles away, the success of 
the effort is doubtfuL 
This crevasse is at the head of the 
delta and will can sc nu overflow of the 
northern tier of counties in Mississippi, 
with the exception of a part of Tunica 
The question that now confronts the 
planters is the duration of the flood, 
lf 
the water is out of the delta by May 5 a 
crop of cotton can be grown, but cotton 
planted as late as May IO has little 
chance of maturing before frost. There 
is still another danger. These crevasses 
must all be clos**! before the Jnue rise 
or there will be a second overflow. The 
delta country produces annually no less 
than half a million bales of cottou. 
The river at Memphis was stationary 
last night. 
Much suffering is reported 
from the overflowed legions. 
Relief 
steamers are making daily trips into 
Arkansas and Mississippi, rescuing hun­ 
dreds of people and bringing them to 
Memphis. 
The local relief committee 
is doing every thing possible for the un­ 
fortunate refugees. 
At a meeting of the committee late 
yesterday it was decided to ask other 
cities for help. 
The following appeal 
was issued: 
The city of Memphis has Keen providing 
for the distressed flood sufferer* from the 
overflowed districts of Arkansas and Mis­ 
sissippi, with some little outside a—ist- 
onne, for several weeks. Few Tennessee­ 
ans are in need, but the demands on Mem­ 
phis for others are very great and are 
increasing every day. 
Indeed, the de­ 
mands on our people have grown to such 
proportions that we feel unable to meet 
them alone. 
Heretofore we have at­ 
tempted to carry on this work without 
soliciting contributions from other cities, 
although many cities have generously 
given us voluntary aid. If the kind peo­ 
ple of other town* and cities feel disposed 
to leu 1 a helping hand in this matter alt 
donations received by the relief commit­ 
tee will be highly appreciated and ju­ 
diciously managed. The Memphis relief 
committee is well organized aud can u»e 
money to the best advantage as it is fully 
cognizant of the necessities of the situ­ 
ation.

A correspondent write# to the London 
Field that while he wa* hunting rabbits 
with ferrets in January he found rabbits 
on three occasions in willow trees which 
overhung the water of a m ill stream. 
The m iller said that it was not an un­ 
usual circumstance. Soane months agr 
The Field told of other rabbits which 
bad been shot, like raccoons or opos­ 
sums. out of trees in England. 
In re­ 
cent years cases of rabbits in trees have 
been reported with increasing frequency. 
From Australia has come the most re­ 
markable story of rabbits as climbers. 
The only way in which rabbits could be 
kept out of certain tracts of land in 
Australia was by the building of wire 
fences about them, the fences having 
meshes so small that the beasts could 
not crawl through and being so high 
that they could not jum p over. The rab­ 
bits have clawed at the wires until their 
nails gradually have become booked. 
Some of the rabbits learned to scale the 
fences, and then great additional ex­ 
pense was necessary, for the top of the 
fence had to be bent over like a J up­ 
side down, w ith the hook out, so that 
the rodents could not get over the top. 
Australian rabbits are said to be learn­ 
ing to climb trees for the leaves.

•ama of Them Delivered to rn Tory Small 
Nu bd ber of Auditor*. 
It is a curious fact that many of the 
great speeches which gave immortality 
to the orators who made them were de­ 
livered in comparatively small rooms 
and to small audiences. When Webster 
made his great argument in the Dart­ 
mouth college case, aside from the bar 
and the officials in charge of the room, 
there were not 60 persons present, and 
yet many believe that he spoke to lis­ 
tening senators and other high officials. 
When we read of Patrick Henry1* 
wonderful display of eloquence, W© 166 
in our mind’s eye a spacious room and 
an immense crowd of people listening 
to his burning words with 
almost 
breathless attention. 
But, in truth, 
many of thcso speeches which quickened 
or changed the march of events were 
delivered in a small room and to a few 
hearers—never more than 150. 
“ Could 
it have been here, in this oaken chapel 
of 60 pews,” wrote Hosmer, the gifted 
author of "Sprondro, 11 “ that Patrick 
Henry delivered tho greatest and best 
known of all his speeches? Was it her* 
that he uttered those words of doom so 
unexpected, and then so unwelcome, 
'We must fight?* Even here. 
But the 
words were spoken in a tone and man­ 
ner worthy the men to whom they w ere 
addressed, and who were so impre ssed 
with them that for several moments 
they were almost awestricken. It was 
only when the voice eft Richard Henry 
L ee, that other matchless Virginia ora­ 
tor, who rose lo second tho words of 
Henry, rang through tho room that they 
were called back to themselves." 
Seward’s speech in defense of Wil­ 
liam Freeman was undoubtedly th* 
greatest aud most brilliant effort of his 
professional life. It did for him more, 
perhaps, than tho conduct of any case 
bas given any other in tho state of New 
York in perpetuating his name. And yet 
the audience that listened to him was 
less than 120 in number. A friend ex­ 
pressed some surprise that an argument 
of so much power, learning aud elo­ 
quence should have attracted so few 
listeners. “ My dear sir," said Seward. 
“ my audience was in no sense limited. 
The civilized world was my audience; 
Posterity w ill hear it, and generations 
unborn will praise or censure it from 
the different standpoints in which they 
will view it 
I did not make it for a 
part of ‘the madding crowd1# ignoble 
strife.111

speech in defense of William Freeman 
is one of the masterpieces in the history

Such were almost the last words 
traced by the hand of Thackeray, and 
they show the astonishing misconcep­ 
tion of Paul Jones which prevailed in 
the mind of one of the justest men that 
overlived. Washington was a hero even 
to his enemies, yet Washington had ac­ 
tually held a commission in the Brit­ 
ish army, while Paul Jones could say 
to the American congress at the close of 
the war: ‘ ‘I have never borne anne under 
any but the American flag, nor havo I 
ever borne or acted under any commis­ 
sion but that of the congress of Amor 
tea. ’’ This singular distinction against 
Paul Jones extended to the whole of the 
feeble naval force of the colonies.

as prisoners of war, while until Paul 
Jones forced an excnange of prisoners 
apou equal terms American sailors were 
tor rn ally declared to be “ traitors! pl 
rates aud felons. ”— “ Pan] Jones," by 
Moi Iv Elliot Sea well, in Century.
